'/These rules apply to costly an- 
tiques and inexpensive ones alike. 
• . The floor is a background in the- 
same sense as the wall is a back- 
ground ; therefore 
It should be 


rendered inconspjcious 
in 
both 


pattern and ...color. To 
give, 
a 


feeling of solidity and balance the 
floor, including the rug or rugs, 
must be slightly darker than the 
walls, which are slightly darker 
than the ceiling. The dark 
rug 


gives the feeling of foundation U 
the room and should carry out the 
.general color scheme, using 
a 


somewhat darker and more neutral 
or soft color. This is called "key- 
ing" the floor to the' room, which 
produces, unity. , 
l 


If .the floor is hardwood or- soiqe 


finish darker or lighter than 
the 


or woodwork, the value re; 


ation can be adjusted by using a 
darker rug. Again, if the 
furni- 


ture; woodwork and floor do not 
harmonize in the color of their 
,woofts we can remedy this by re- 
jfeating a common iccjlor some- 
where in the walls, upholstery and 
rugs.. This relation or harmony is 
of great importance because 
it 


creates a feeling of strength and 
rest. 
' 


The rug, however, should not be 


so dark that it will be outlined 
oonspicioiisly 
against* the 
light 


WOod of the floor, but should blend 
into it quietly. 


The pattern of the rug must be 


carefully considered. It is good 
to have A plain 
rug with a self 


border, (consisting of a few simple 
lines following the edge of the rug, 


lo give the appearance of strength, 
with a small inconspicious pat- 
tern which blends together forming 
u soft background. Large patterns 
may be used effectively if the pat- 
tern and color do not jump out I 
from the background. 
I 


It is very disturbing to go into 


a room where the design on the 
rug stands out in spots.; leading 
the 
eye horizontally, 
vertically, 


and 'diagonally 
all at the 
same i 


lime. Or what could be more un- 
pleasant lo a sensitive person than 
to have to tread under foot roses 
and lilies in the rug, which seem 
natural enough to demand respect? 


It is a common fallacy to imag- 


ine that Oriental rugs will appear 
well in any room irrespective of 
color cr desigh; they should ad-1 
here'to the same principles as oth-i 
er weaves. Distracting shapes and 
colors in all alike are undignified 
and destroy repose. 


Rugs should never be placed 


diagonally or "cat-a- cornered" in 
a room; they should always be 
placed parallel to tlte sides of the, 
room, otherwise the structure is 
violated. 'This is true 
also of 


large' pieces of furniture. If two 
or more rugs are need care should 
be taken that they do not "spot" 
themselves against the light floor. 


_ To avoid this unreatful result, 
lilnee them near enough to each 
other to give the impression of a 
mass instead of a single 
rug. 


Choose sizes which are not to alike 
that they will produce monotony, 
nor so unlike as to appear unrelat- 
ed to each' o{her.
